AUTO ACCIDENTS 
ARE AVOIDABLE 


\ 

Jack is one of the best drivers I have ever 
seen behind the wheel of a car. He can be 
classified as the "Model Driver of the Year." 
When we go on fishing trips he manages to 
i i ng me back alive. Yet it is getting harder 
e. eh day for him to avoid accidents. 

"What’s the matter with the attitude of some 
of those drivers?" Jack protested to me the 
other day. "Nice fellows when you meet them 
in your home or in business, but give them a 
C?r and something happens to them. Maybe 
thev should never have been issued driving 
xi censes." 

What is ^driver attitude?" A driver’s atti- 
mde is his mental or emotional regard for him- 
self, for others, for his car, and for surround- 
ing conditions. A driver with a poor attitude 
usually looks for so-called "legal" reasons why 
the other fellow, the car, or the driving condi- 
tions are wrong. Attitudes are not inborn; they 
are created and hence can be corrected. 

Tou all know the driver who is a nice fellow 
and a perfect gentleman until he gets behind 
the wheel. Normally, he’s generous, polite, and 
considerate of women, children and the aged. 
But with a steering wheel in his hands, a re- 
markable transformation takes place. Suddenly 
ne s a cowboy, a daredevil, a man hater, a big 
shot, and in a terrific hurry. His faulty attitudes 
have taken over. What are some of these faults? 
They are: 

1 Overconfidence: Taking too much for 
granted. Having a serene confidence that his 
v rhicle will always perform as he wills it. 
Counting on other people to do the right thing 
at all times. Fred illustrates this fault. "My car 
can do anything. Watch it take the hill." Mid- 
way tip the hill it stalled and the brakes didn’t 
hold. It was a close call but it did teach Fred 
a lesson. 


2. Minimizing the seriousness of minor acci- 
dents: Looking up a little bump that merely 
dents a fender as being of little consequence. 
Yet, that same minor accident could have been 
a serious accident, except for luck. The only 
way to prevent serious accidents is to eliminate 
the acts that cause "little" accidents. What hap- 
pened to Burt will illustrate this fault. He was 
driving along Webster Avenue to get to work. 
They still have the car tracks along that street 
even though the buses have long since replaced 
the trolleys. 

Burt let his car go along the grooves of the 
street car track. It seemed easy to him to drive 
that way. It had been raining the day before 
and through most of the night. The car before 
him stopped for a red light. So Burt stopped, 
but his car skidded along the tracks right into 
the back of the other car. The Two drivers got 
out. The other man didn’t have any damage. 
Burt’s car had about ten dollars worth of dam- 
age. Suppose there had been an old man walk- 
ing when it happened — not the other car? 
I talked it over with Burt when he told me 
about the accident and showed him "all the pos- 
sibilities for a real serious accident." No more 
driving from now on that way for Burt. Every 
little accident should be analyzed so that it can 
be prevented in the future. 

3. Pride in Past Record: Getting puffed up 
about a no-accident record. Such a driver is on 
the w'ay to a rude awakening. There are a good 
many people in cemeteries, who, if they could 
talk, would say, "I never had an accident — 
until this one!" Now it is a good thing to be 
careful and know you have avoided accidents in 
the past. Frank received an award for driving 
twenty-five years without an accident, but he 
has no illusions about what may happen to- 
morrow. "They say that eternal vigilance is the 
price of Freedom," he remarked to me. "I would 




like to change it a bit. Say that "eternal vigi- 
lance is the real price for no-accident driving. 0 
Which is a good sound bit of psychological ad- 
vice. 

4. Faith in Experience: Believing that ex- 
perience as a driver will get him through. What 
is forgotten is that Experience develops bad 
habits as well as good ones. Today we are 
starting throughout the country Driver Educa- 
tion Courses. Beginning them right in the high 
school so that our youth may have sound ex- 
perience when they get behind the wheel. Bob 
had an accident and yet he always felt secure 
in his own "experiences. 0 What went wrong? 
Simply that the accident was due to an ex- 
perience that Bob never had had — nor for 
which he was prepared. "How did I ever know 
that the driver of that car would make such a 
turn? 0 

Possibly the answer to Bob's question lies in 
the tremendous background of accumulated ex- 
periences that go to make up a course in Driv- 
er’s Education. 

5. False ideas? Relying on guesses, estimates, 
legends and fiction instead of facts. A quiz of 
hundreds of drivers reveals that 90 per cent of 
them in estimating stopping distances at a given 
speed, were short by more than 40 feet. Which 
is, of course, a very dangerous impression. You 
may have heard some drivers boast, "I can stop 
on a dime.” That actually has no meaning. Just 
where is the dime? In front of them? Seventy 
feet ahead of them? I noticed this false idea 
given to me by a driver, "If the fellow ahead 
of me can stop, so can I. So what worry do I 
have?” 

You can see, with a little thinking, what can 
happen in such a situation where the back driver 
is following too closely. Just let the car in front 
smash into a truck going fast across a bisecting 
road. Can that driver "stop on a dime?” Here 
is where a false idea ,can lead to terrible injury 
and even death. Recently, this past winter, I lis- 
tened to some driver’s discuss what to be done 
in case the car started to skid on an icy pave- 
ment. There were seven people in the room 
talking about their ideas on the subject. With 
four different and contradictory solutions of- 
fered ! 

Today with excellent books, magazines, 
courses and pamphlets on driving, there isn’t 
an excuse for anybody willing to devote some 
time just to reading for having these false dan- 
gerous ideas about driving a car. "Everybody 
knows the right thing to do should the steering 
wheel of your car suddenly stop functioning,” 
said Joe to me. Everybody? How about you, the 
reader? Would you know what to do if this 
happened to you, and were driving at forty? 

6. Self-righteousness: Judging his own actions 
and usually deciding in favor of himself, par- 


ticularly in reporting accidents. In making an 
analysis of the accident, such a person will gen- 
erally report, "I stopped in time. He saw me 
and he could have avoided hitting me. Any fool 
with a bit of sense in his head would have been 
able to figure out what to do. Why that driver 
should have his license taken away from him.” 
In one case it turned out that the driver of this 
type was over the line and forcing the other 
car to the side. The driver had to make a de- 
cision in a hurry: To hit an innocent car or the 
car that was wrong. Yet were it not for the 
witnesses, it would have been almost impos- 
sible to show that this "self-righteous” driver 
was all wrong. In fact, he alone, was the cause 
of the accident. In many instances when a driver 
has been in an accident, it does teach him "a 
lesson.” He learns what was wrong, what to 
avoid next time, and often takes an entirely 
different attitude towards driving. 

The enforcement of the law belongs to law 
officials. This is important. If you see a law 
violated, as a good citizen, it is your duty to 
notify the proper officials. Unfortunately, in 
driving, the "self-righteous” driver will often 
decide the other fellow is wrong. That he 
should be punished. So he chases him and 
shouts, "You had no right to make that turn 
at the red light.” Trouble may result. Especially 
when there happens to be a sign telling drivers 
that at this intersection they can make a right 
turn on a red light. 

7. Impatience: Taking needless chances, sup- 
pressing good judgment, and getting into tight 
situations just to save a little time. This results 
in violations and inevitably accidents. When 
these things happen the driver loses the time 
he tries to save — and a lot more. Especially if 
he has to spend some months in a hospital bed. 

My own son was hit by an "impatient driver” 
as he crossed the road. What can anybody do 
with the minutes he or she thinks is being saved 
by hurrying and taking chances on the road? 
This past weekend we watched an impatient 
driver as he weaved in and out of traffic. Yet, 
we who drove carefully and with patience, met 
this dir at every red traffic signal. Not a second 
was even saved by this impatience and finally 
a motorcycle officer caught up with the 
"weaver.” 

Check your driver attitude. It is most im- 
portant. Does skill behind the wheel mean safe- 
driving performance? The answer to that is 
"No.” Records show that some drivers of ex- 
ceptional skill repeatedly find themselves in ac- 
cidents, while some less adept have good safety 
records. For to skill must be added the proper 
driving attitude. Then you have a good com- 
bination, and accidents can be avoided!
